T hat the physical examinations to 
be given those men called in the d raft 
will be exact urn! thorough, is gleaned 
from the many questions which the 
examining physicians must answer on 
forms prepared by the surgeon gen­ 
eral of the army. These forms have 
been 
received 
by 
the 
Exemption 
Board of Adams County in p rep ara­ 
tion for the draft. The men examined 
wdl be asked the following questions: 
“ Have you fouud that your health 
and habits in any way interfere with 
your success i i i civil life? lf so, give 
details/* 
“ Do you consider that you are now 
sound and well? lf not, state details . 
“ Have you ever been under tre a t­ 
ment in a hospital or asylum ? lf so, 
for what ailm ent?" 
The person examined will then be 
required to certify that the questions 
and answers have been read over to 
him and that he fully understands 
the questions and that the answers 
are correctly recorded and true in a1) 
respects. Next he will have to certify 
that he has bean fully informed and 
knows that making or being a party 
to making false statem ent as to his 
fitness for military service renders 
him liable to punishment by imprison­ 
ment. A fter the statem ent has been 
signed by the man 
examined, 
the 
physician will attach his signature. 
Page No. 2 of the form contains the 
physical 
examination 
i»aper, 
which 
must be made with the subject strip ­ 
ped by the examining physician of 
the local board. 
For the examination of the teeth 
the form provides two rows of figures 
ranging from 8 to I and from I to 8, 
one row 
being 
directly 
above the 
other. The physician will be required 
to indicate what teeth are missing. 
The statem ent to be signed by the 
physician iii which the clause not a p ­ 
plicable is to l*e stricken out, is us 
follows: 
“ I certify th at I have carefully ex­ 
amined the person named on the first 
page hereof and have carefully re­ 
corded the results of the examination, 
and that it is my judgm ent and belief 
that 
he 
is 
physically qualified for 
military service", or 'physically de­ 
ficient 
and not physically 
qualified 
for military service by reason of—". 


In each case in which, afte r exam i­ 
nation by one examining physician, a 
le-exa ruination by another is required 
by regulation, an Independent report 
of the re-examination will be made on 
this form , and the word “ Re-exami­ 
nation” will be entered in red ink 
under the words "Serial N um ber” on 
the first page of the report of the re­ 
examination. A fter completion of the 
re-examination the report thereof will 
be perm anently attached to the re­ 
port of the original examination.

lars, 
IL F. Hershey, 
local 
Farm 
Agent, this morning prepared a s ta te ­ 
ment to guide them in handling the 
present situation and to guard, so far 
as possible, against trouble in the fu­ 
ture. He says: 
“ The w heat question is certainly a 
serious one a t present for the Adams 
County farmer. The rain for the last 
* week 
or 
ten 
days 
has 
made* the 
j sheaves so wet that in a number of 
cases the w heat is sprouting and it 
will require very careful handling so 
that the wheat does not spoil after 
being put into the barn. 
“The sheaves should be thoroughly 
dried before being put away, other­ 
wise there m ay be a large loss before 
threshing time. .Shocks that are wet 
through should be thrown ap art and 
the sheaves turned over often so that 
they may have the advantage of w h at­ 
ever sunlight there may be. lf the 
sheaves cannot be dried out any other 
way, 
it may be necessary to open 
them and scatter them out and then 
re-bind them by hand after the straw 
j is perfectly dry. This would make a 
great deal of unnecessary work and 
should not be used unless absolutely 
1 necessary. 


“ The Farm Bureau advises in the 
I case of grain that is not yet cut, 
especially oats, that more care be used 
in shocking the grain. It is no more 
work to set up a shock of wheat or 
oats so that it will stand against 
| ordinary wind and storm, shed rains 
and go to the stack, mow or thresher 
sound ami dry, than to place sheaves 
j together in a shock that will tw ist 
^ind fall down, get soaked in the first 
rain and stay soaked, sprouting and 


I losing 
value 
from 
th at 
day 
on. 
Sheaves w hen once twisted and spread 
out of shope by poor shocking not 
only hold w ater but no am ount of 
skill can re-shock or straighten them 
up as good as they might have been. 
“There are different good plans for 
I shocking grain as regards num ber 
of sheaves and their particular place 
in the shock. The following sugges­ 
tions need not change the plan. 


“ In setting up a round 
shock al­ 
ways keep in mind the center of the 
shock and build around it, leaning the 
sheaves a bit toward the center. Set 
the first pair of sheaves with suffi­ 
cient slant towurd each other to brace 
them firmly—that means one sheaf 
m ust not have all the slant. As far 
as possible make one setting down 
do; hold the sheaves firmly in hand, 
get the center of the shock in mind 
and shock the sheaves down in 
the 
stubble and do not lift them up again. 
Repeated tapping or jabbing the butt 
of the sheaf on the ground mashes 


I the 
end 
of the 
straw s anil breaks 
down the stubble, 
while 
one solid 
quick jab runs the stubble up in the 
sheaf and fits the butt of the sheaf 
to the ground 
in a way that helps 
mightily to keep the upright position 
and brace against winds. 


“ If caps are used 
always 
put the 
heads of the last cap 
toward 
the 
wind; put the heads over far enough 
and pat them down so the wind will 
blow the cap on tighter rather than 
, off the shock.”

Experts Devising Plan to Con­ 
densate For Injuries In War. 


BENEFIT FOR DEPENDENTS 


8chems W ill Make It a Tax en the 
Whole People, Says Insurance Man. 
Th# Treasury, W ar, Navy and Com­ 
merce Departments Are W orking en 
It to Avoid Evils of Pension, System. 


Following a conference In W ashing­ 
ton with Hecretary of the Treasury 
McAdoo, a committee of prominent in­ 
surance men have drawn up a plan for 
pensions or compensation for casual­ 
ties iii the war. which will be submit­ 
ted to congress. 
The details are to be worked out in 
co-operation with the secretary of the 
treasury uud officials of the war, navy 
and commerce departments, as well as 
the Council of National Defense 
It 
was said they will conform us closely 
as possible to the principle of the work­ 
men's compensation law. 
To give some blea to soldiers, their 
families aud the public of what the 
government, aided by the insurance 
men, was trying to work out, the head 
of oue of the large companies, who 
deprecated aii.v Idea of self advertise 
uieut aud therefore did uot wish to be 
quoted by name, outlined the bests on 
which the experts ere working 
“The government,” he said, "is inter­ 
ested Iii putting something through in 
this matter that will be a happy solu­ 
tion of a difficult problem, 
it decided 
to appoint a committee of actuaries, 
with the agreement that the insurance 
companies would help the government. 
it Is not life Insurance that is sought. 
It is casualty insurant e or, better still, 
it is compensatory insurance. 
“That Uncle Ham is a great tdg em­ 
ployer was the Idea dually agreed un by 
the Insurance and casualty ‘chemists 
do WU In Wusbingtou, and the proposed 
Insurance will In effect be a death t**u 
ebt for tho dependents of thus* who 
•uccumb in action. 


To Avoid Evils of Old System. 
“The government, you see, is very 
eager to do something to avoid pen­ 
sion ing as It iias formerly existed, to 
avoid the evils of the old pension sys­ 
tem 
What It wants to work out is 
compensatory insurance 
Age has noth­ 
ing to do w ith it 
It Isnt life insur­ 
ance 
“Of course the companies might have 
gone Into a pool or a bureau, aud the 
government 
would 
be 
sending 
out 
checks after pr«*of. but the great desire 
uow is to sim plify the whole matter. 
“lu short, it Is proposed to put the 
pension plan on a workman's compen­ 
sation basis. 
Of course it Is up to 
congress, but I think it will go right 
through without a bitch. 
Mr. McAdoo 
st ated what was wanted ou behalf of 
the president, aud the companies are 
willing to lend to the government their 
expert 
service, 
their statistics, etc. 
They have very recent statistics from 
Canada, where a great deal of Insur­ 
ance Is carried. 
“The government and the representa­ 
tives are in co-operation to daveiop the 
simplest poeetble plan, such a oue as 
is being carried out by big business 
through the workmen's compensation. 
“The workmen's compensation law 
interposes lief ween the workmen aud 
the hazard* of la Ivor. 
By this plan 
it Is desired to inter|»ose l>etween the 
soldier and the hazards of war. 
The 
plan when finally worked out may be 
varied, according to the condition of 
the family of a soldier.
